2. The Expenditure towards the programmes to be implemented by the State Department of 
Horticulture will be met under the “scheme for Integrated Farming in Coconut for 
Productivity/Improvement with Coconut Development Board Assistance (100% CDB)” Head of Account 
2401-00-108-2-35-100 (Financial Assistance/ Relief) to the tune of Rs. 356.125 lakhs. 

3. The Director of Horticulture shall submit Utilization Certificate in respect of continuing scheme 
implemented during 2009-10. Any unspent balance as on 01.04.201 Ounder each scheme sanctioned 
during the financial year 2009-10 including interest accured may be furnished to Coconut Development 
Board and obtained revalidation/ adjustments against funds released. 

4. Allocation of 30%, 16% and 8% may be made to women, scheduled caste and scheduled tribe, 
respectively while implementing the scheme. Monthly and quarterly report of the schemes may be 
reported to Coconut Development Board on or before 10 th of succeeding month.

6. The Director of Horticulture shall ensure the following:- 

a) In the case of production of TXD hybrid seedlings the details of male and female parent sources 
should be clearly indicated. The receipts accrued from the sale of seedings under the TXD schemes 
may also be intimated to Coconut Development Board without fail. These receipts are to be shared 
by the Board and the State Governments on-50:50 basis. 

b) Under the area Expansion Programme,the source of planting materials shall be from the Nurseries 
of State Govt./CDB/CPCRI/CDB assisted Private Nurseries/ SAUs. 

c) The basic yield data prior to the adoption of improved packages should be recorded from the plots 
identified for demonstration purpose. 

d) The schemes ‘laying out demonstration plots’ & ‘Establishment of organic manure units’ will be 
implemented as per the approved pattern. Under the schemes ‘Laying out demonstration plots’ 
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financial assistance is limited to Rs 35,000/-Per hectare depending on the activities under taken in 
the gardens in two annual installments Necessary instructions shall be issued to the District Level 
Implementing officers to initiate action to implement the Integrated Farming Scheme on a cluster 
basis.While selecting the cluster, preference should be given for areas with high incidence of pests 
and diseases. Modalities/ Criteria to be followed for implementation of the integrated farming 
scheme on cluster basis are as below:- 

• A compact area approach with an extent of 25 ha. Shall be selected by implementation of 
integrated farming scheme. All the small and marginal farmers coming under the cluster 
should be considered as beneficiaries of the programme based on the suitability of their 
coconut gardens irrespective of size of land holding. 

• Conduct base line survey to record the present status of the crop and status of farmers 
before implementation of the projects. Data should be analyzed, and properly documented. 

• Preference should be given to groups, which are promoted or supported by 
NGO/Community based organization/ Co-op societies etc. 

• Cluster should have a technical resource group for monitoring and implementation of the 
different components of the programme This resource group should visit different areas in 
the cluster in fixed days in a month. The resource group should consits of the field level 
functionaries of the Horticulture Department, the Agricultural University, Coconut 
Development Board officials and scientists from Research Stations. 

• A farmer leader should be identified for each group in the project area and the leader should 
be trained on all technologies to be adopted in the project area. 

• The possibility of promoting farm level processing in the project area is to be ascertained 
and economically desirable coconut products are to be promoted through the groups. 

• The technical programme and the calendar of operations for the year 2010-11 shall be 
prepared and distributed to the beneficiaries immediately for making arrangements for 
supply of inputs and timely adoption of the management practices. 

• Supply of quality coconut seedings is to be ensured in the selected clusters of new 
planting/under planting. Their groups shall be promoted for production of quality seedlings 
by procuring seed nuts from the disease tolerant mother palm available in the project area 
.The mother palms selected in the root wilt affected areas shall be subjected to serological 
test at CPCRI as far as possible. 

e) Under the scheme Organic Manure Unit, financial assistance is extended to popularize the use of 
Organic Manure in coconut holdings Financial assistance is extended at the rate of Rs. 20,000/- 
limited to 50% of the fixed and maintenance cost (size=15m X 1.5m X 0.70m).However, smaller 
units may be promoted and financial assistance may be reduced accordingly. 

7. Releases will be made as and when Coconut Development Board provides funds. 

8. The Director of Horticulture shall give wide publicity to the technology mission on coconut and 
identify, formulate and forward suitable projects to be proposed to Coconut Development Board as per 
the guidelines under the Technology Mission on Coconut.

Government is pleased to accord in principle approval to the Project Proposal of 
M/s. Hospet Coke and Energy Pvt. Ltd. to establish a “Low Ash Metallurgical Coke of 2,40,000 TPA and 
20 MW Waste Heat Recovery Power Plant” in Bellary District. With an investment of Rs. 212 crores, 
generating employment to about 172 persons and extend the following infrastructure facilities, incentives 
and concessions. 

Infrastructure Facilities : 

1. Land : 100 acres in Vijayangara Area Development Authority in Bellary, Hospet and Sandur 
Taluks. 

2. Water : 0.77 MGD of water from VADA, subject to availability. 

3. Power : 1100 KVA to be serviced by GESCOM till the commencement of power generation. 

4. Incentives and Concessions : As per applicable Industrial Policy of the State. 

General Terms and Conditions : 

1. MOU : The project proponents will have to sign a MOU with the Government of Karnataka 
during the Global Investors Meet in June 2010.

3. Employment : The company shall prepare a plan for development of Human Resources 
required for the project, train local people and provide employment to these trained local youth 
and comply with the provisions of Industrial Policy of Govt, of Karnataka.

4. Vendor Development : Wherever there is scope for vendor development for the project, the 
company shall prepare a vendor development plan, develop local vendors and procure the 
required inputs, components and sub assemblies from these local vendor units.

5. Social Infrastructure Development : The company is advised to take up social infrastructure 
development projects in the vicinity of the proposed location of the unit. A copy of such projects 
shall be sent to the Commissioner for I.D. & Director of Industries and Commerce for 
monitoring. 

6. Others : 

a. The project proponents shall provide employment to at least one member of the family of 

each land looser as the land is being acquired through VADA. 

b. The project proponents shall adopt rain water harvesting, waste water recycling and 

water conservation techniques. Zero discharge facility should be adopted wherever 
applicable. 
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c.The promoters shall take all statutory and other necessary clearances from the 
competent authorities including GOI and shall submit milestones/progress in 
implementation of the project regularly, which will be monitored by the Department.

Preamble: 

Based on the recommendation made by the University Grants Commission, the government of 

India, Ministry of Human Resource Development, Department of Higher Education in its letter dated 

31-12-2008 read at (1) above has communicated to the State Governments a new scheme stipulating 
revised pay structure, service conditions and educational qualifications in respect of Teachers, Librarians 
and Physical Education Directors working in the Universities, Government and Aided Colleges and 
Government and aided law colleges for adoption in the States. 

In the letter read at (9) above, Ministry of Agriculture, Department of Agricultural Research and 
Education has advised the State Governments to implement the above said scheme in the Universities of 
Agricultural Sciences in the States. Accordingly, the same has been implemented in respect of the 
Teachers and equivalent cadres in the Universitiy of Agricultural and Horticultural Universities in 
Karnataka. 

In the letter read at (10) above, the Karnataka Veterinary, Animal & Fisheries Sciences 
University, Bidar has requested to extend the revised UGC/ICAR pay scales to its Teachers and for 
payment of arrears as it was earlier a part of University of Agricultural Sciences which has become an 
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autonomous University consequent to its bifurcation in the year 2004 and also because they are on 1996 
UGC/ICAR pay scales. 

The question of extension of revised 2006 UGC/ICAR pay scales to the Teachers of the 
Karnataka Veterinary, Animal and Fisheries Sciences University, Bidar has been examined by the 
Government and the following orders are issued.

1. Coverage : 

This scheme applies to Teachers in the Karnataka Veterinary, Animal And Fisheries Sciences 

University, Bidar. 

2. General : 

(i) There shall be only three designations in respect of teachers namely, Assistant 
Professors, Associate Professors and Professors. 

(ii) No one shall be eligible to be appointed, promoted or designated as Professor, unless he 
or she possesses a Ph.D and satisfies other academic conditions, as laid down by the 
University Grants Commission (UGC/Indian Council of Agricultural Research (ICAR) from 
time to time. This shall, however, not affect one who is already designated as ‘Professor”) 

(iii) The pay of Teachers in Universities shall be fixed according to their designations in two 
Pay Bands of Rs. 15600-39100 and Rs. 37400-67000 with appropriate ‘Academic Grade 
Pay’ (AGP in short) Each Pay Band shall have different stages of AGP which shall ensure 
that Teachers covered under this scheme, subject to other conditions of eligibility being 
satisfied, have multiple opportunities for upward movement during their career. 

(iv) No new post/No new Departments shall be created in the University without the prior 
approval of the State Government/ICAR. 

(v) National Eligibility Test (NET) shall continue to remain as an essential pre-requisite even 
for candidates with Ph.D degree for appointment at the entry level of Assistant Professor. 

3. Drawal of pay in the revised pay structure. 

A Teacher shall draw pay in the revised pay structure applicable to the post to which he is 
appointed. 
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• Provided that he may elect to continue to draw pay in the existing scale until the date on 
which he earns his next or any subsequent increment in the existing scale or until he 
vacates his post or ceases to draw pay in that scale. 

• Provided further that in case where he has been placed in a higher pay scale between 
01-01-2006 and the date of issue of this order on account of promotion, upgradation of 
post etc., he shall have option to elect to switch over to the revised pay structure from the 
date of such promotion upgradation, etc. 

Explanation 1 : The option to retain the existing scale shall be admissible only in respect of one existing 
scale. 

Explanation 2 : The aforesaid option shall not be admissible to any person appointed to a post on or 
after 01-01-2006, whether for the first time in service or by transfer from another post and in such cases 
he shall be allowed to pay only in the revised pay structure. 

Explanation 3 : Where a person exercises such option to retain the existing scale in respect of the post 
held by him in an officiating capacity on a regular basis for the purpose of regulation of pay in that scale 
under any rules or Order applicable to that post, his substantive pay shall be substantive pay which he 
would have drawn had he retained the existing scale in respect of the permanent post on which he holds 
a lien or would have held a lien had his lien not been suspended or the pay of the officiating post which 
has acquired the character of substantive pay in accordance with any Order for the time being in force, 
whichever is higher. 

4. Exercise of Option : 

(1) The option to the Revised Pay Scales shall be exercised in writing in the form appended as 
Annexure-I so as to reach the University within three months from the date of issue of these 
Orders or where an existing scale has been revised by any Order made subsequent to that 
date, within three months from the date of such Order. Those who do not exercise the option 
within a period of three months from the date of issue of this Government Order shall be 
deemed to have opted for revised pay scales. 

Provided that- 

(i) In the case of an employee who is, on the date of issue of this Order, out of India on 

leave or deputation or foreign service or active service, the said option shall be 

exercised in writing so as to reach the said authority within three months from the date 
of his taking charge or his post in India ; and 

(ii) In the case of an employee who is under suspension on the first day of Jan 2006, the 

option may be exercised within three months of the date of his return to his duty if that 

date is later than the date prescribed in this Order. 

2) The option shall be intimated by the employee to the University. 

3) If the intimation regarding option is not received within the time limit, the employee shall 
be deemed to have elected to be governed by the revised pay structure with effect from 
01-01-2006. 

4) The option once exercised shall be final. 

5) An undertaking (As given in Annexure-ll) shall be taken from every beneficiary under 
this scheme to the effect that any excess payment made on account of incorrect fixation 
of pay in the revised Pay Bands or grant of inappropriate Pay Band/AGP or any other 
excess payment made shall be adjusted against the future payments due or otherwise 
to the beneficiary. 

Note-1. Persons whose services were terminated on or after 01-01-2006 and who could not 
exercise the option within the prescribed time limit, on account of discharge on the expiry of the 
sanctioned posts, resignation, dismissal or discharge on disciplinary grounds are entitled to the benefits 
of this Order. 

Note-2 Persons who have died on or after 01-01-2006 and could not exercise the option within 
the prescribed time limit are deemed to have opted for the revised pay structure on and from 01-01-2006 
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or such later date as is most beneficial to their dependents, if the revised pay structure is more favourable 
and in such cases, necessary action for payment of arrears should be taken by the University. 

Note -3 Persons who were on earned leave or any other leave on 01-01-2006, which entitled 
them to leave salary, will be allowed the benefits of this rule. 

5. Fixation of pay in the revised pay structure : 

The initial pay of the Teacher who elect OR is deemed to have elected the revised pay structure 
on and from 1 st January 2006 shall be fixed separately in the following manner : 

(a) The pay in the Pay Band/pay scale shall be determined by multiplying the existing basic pay 
as on 01-01-2006 by a factor of 1.86 and rounding off the resultant figure to the next multiple 
of 10. 

(b) If the minimum of the revised Pay Band/Pay Scale is more than the amount arrived at as per 
(a) above, the pay shall be fixed at the minimum of the revised Pay Band/pay scale. 

(c) The pay in the pay band will be determined in the above manner. In addition to the pay in the 
Pay Band, corresponding AGP will be payable. 

(d) If amount arrived at as per (a) above, is more than the maximum of the revised Pay Band, 
pay shall be fixed at the maximum of the Pay Band. 

Note 1 - A Teacher who is on leave on 01-01-2006 and is entitled to leave salary shall be entitled to pay 
in the revised pay structure from 01-01-2006 or from the date of option for the revised pay structure. This 
is also applicable to the employee who is on study leave on 01-01-2006. 

Note 2 - A Teacher under suspension shall continue to draw subsistence allowance based on existing 
scale of pay and his pay in the revised pay structure will be subject to the final Order of the pending 
disciplinary proceedings. 

Note 3 - Where the existing emoluments exceeds the revised emoluments, in the case of any teacher, 
the difference shall be allowed as ‘personal pay’ to be absorbed in future increase in pay. 

Note 4 - Wherein the fixation of pay under the revised pay structure, the pay of the employee, who, in 
the existing scale was drawing immediately before 01-01-2006 more pay than the employee junior to him 
in the same cadre, gets fixed in the revised Pay Band at a stage lower than that of such junior, his pay 
shall be stepped up to the same stage in the revised Pay Band as that of the junior. 

Note 5 - In case where a senior employee promoted to a higher post before 01-01-2006 draws less pay 
in the revised pay structure than his junior who is promoted to the higher post on or after 01-01- 

2006, the pay in the Pay Band of such senior employee should be stepped up to an amount equal to the 
pay in the Pay Band as fixed for his junior in that higher post. The stepping up should be done with effect 
from the date of promotion of his junior subject to the fulfillment of the following conditions :- 

i) Both the senior and the junior should belong to the same cadre and the posts in which they have 
been promoted should be to the same cadre. 

ii) The pre-revised scale of pay and the revised Pay Band and AGP of the lower and higher posts in 
which they are entitled to draw pay should be identical. 

iii) The senior at the time of promotion should have been drawing equal or more pay than the junior 
excluding the benefit of pay fixation on promotion. 

iv) The anomaly should be directly as a result of the application of the provisions of these Orders or 
Order regulating pay fixation on such promotion in the revised pay structure. 

v) If even in the lower post, the junior was drawing more pay in the pre-revised scale than the 
senior, by virtue of any advance increments sanctioned to him, the provision of this note cannot 
be invoked to step up the pay of the senior. 

6. Fixation of pay of the employees opted to the revised pay structure subsequent to 01-01- 
2006. 

Where the employee continues to draw his pay in the existing scale and is brought over 
to the revised pay structure from a date later than 01-01-2006, his pay from the later date in the 
revised pay structure shall be fixed in the following manner :- 

Pay in the Pay Band will be fixed by adding the basic pay applicable on the later date and 
the dearness Allowance based on the rates applicable as on 01-01-2006. This figure will be 
rounded off to the next multiple of 10 which will become pay in the applicable Pay Band. If the 
minimum of the revised Pay Band is more than the amount arrived at as above, the pay shall be 
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fixed at the minimum of the revised Pay Band. In addition to this pay in Pay Band, corresponding 
Academic Grade Pay (AGP) will be applicable. 

7. Fixation of pay of the employees promoted on or after 01-01-2006 : 

The fixation of pay on promotion on or after 01-01-2006 from one AGP to another in the 
revised pay structure will be done as indicated in Rule 13 of CCS (RP) Rules, 2008, which is as 
follows :- 

One increment equal to 3% of the sum of the pay in the Pay Band and the existing AGP 
will be computed and rounded off to the next multiple of 10. This will be added to the existing pay 
in the Pay Band. The AGP corresponding to the promotion post will thereafter be granted in 
addition to this pay in the Pay Band. In case where promotion involves change in the Pay Band 
also, the same methodology will be followed, However, if the pay in the Pay Band after adding the 
increment is less than the minimum of the higher Pay Band to which promotion is taking place, 
pay in the Pay Band will be fixed at such minimum. 

8. Increments : 

(i) Each annual increment shall be equivalent to 3% of the sum total of pay in the relevant 
Pay Band and the AGP as applicable for the stage in the Pay Band. 

(ii) Each advance increment (incentives for higher qualifications) shall also be at the rate of 
3% of the sum total of pay in the relevant Pay Band and the AGP as applicable and shall 
be non-compoundable. 

(iii) The number of additional increment(s) on placement at each higher state of AGP shall be 
as per the existing scheme of regulation of increment on promotion from lower Pay Scale 
to higher Pay Scale ; however, in view of the considerable raise in effective pay between 
the two Pay Bands, there shall be no additional increment on movement from the pay 
Band of Rs. 15600-39100 to the pay Band of Rs. 37400-67000. 

(iv) After the initial pay of the employee is fixed in the revised UGC/ICAR pay structure, the 
next annual increment will accrue on the date on which it is admissible. 

9. Date of effect : 

(a) The revised pay scales shall be effective from 1-1-2006 and all other allowances/benefits are 
admissible prospectively from the date of issue of this order. 

(b) DEARNESS ALLOWANCE : 

The Dearness Allowance in the revised scale with effect from 01-01-2006 shall be regulated 
as follows :- 

01 -01 -2006 - No Dearness Allowance 

01 -07-2006 - 02% of basic pay 

01 -01 -2007 - 06% of basic pay 

01 -07-2007 - 09% of basic pay 

01 -01 -2008 - 12% of basic pay 

01 -07-2008 - 16% of basic pay 

01 -01 -2009 - 22% of basic pay 

01 -07-2009 - 27% of basic pay 

01 -01 -2010 - 35% of basic pay 

(c) Allowances : 

The HRA and CCA and all other allowances and incentives/benefits such as leave/study 
leave, leave travel facilities, Medical reimbursement and pensionary benefits shall continue to 
be applicable as admissible to State Government employees. 

10. Direct recruitment : Minimum qualifications, recruitment procedures and selection 
committee 

All conditions and guidelines issued by the ICAR from time to time in respect of minimum 
qualifications, recruitment procedures and selection committee for direct recruitment shall be 
made applicable for recruitment of teachers in the University. 
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11. Career Advancement Scheme for Teachers :- 

The Career Advancement Scheme as indicated in the MHRD letter shall be implemented in the 
University from prospective effect. The upward movement and promotions from AGP to another 
or from one Pay Band to another for all Posts shall be subject to their satisfying all other 
conditions as laid down by ICAR from time to time. The details are as under 

(i) An Assistant Professor with completed service of four years possessing Ph.D Degree in 
the relevant discipline shall be eligible, for moving upto AGP of Rs. 7000. 

(ii) Assistant Professor possessing M.Phil degree in the relevant professional courses shall 
be eligible for the AGP of Rs. 7000 after completion of five years service as Assistant 
Professor. 

(iii) Assistant Professor who do not have Ph.D or M.Phil in the relevant Professional course 
shall be eligible for the AGP of Rs. 7000 only after completion of six years service as 
Assistant Professor. 

(iv) Assistant Professor with completed service of five years at the AGP of Rs. 7000 shall be 
eligible, subject to other requirements laid down by the UGC/ICAR, to move up to the 
AGP of Rs. 8000. 

(v) Assistant Professors completing three years of service in the AGP of Rs. 8000 shall be 
eligible, subject to other conditions that may be prescribed by the UGC/ICAR and the 
university, to move up to Pay Band of Rs. 37,400-67,000 with AGP of Rs. 9000 and to be 
designated as Associate Professor. 

(vi) Incumbents to the posts of Assistant Professor (Senior Scale) (i.e. the pre revised scale 
of Rs. 10,000-15,200) shall be re-designated as Assistant Professor, and their pay shall 
be fixed at the appropriate stage in Pay Band of Rs. 15,600-39,100 based on their 
present pay, with AGP of Rs. 7,000. 

(vii) Incumbent Associate Professor and Assistant Professor (Selection Grade) who had not 
completed three years in the pay scale of Rs. 12,000-18,300 as on 1-1-2006 shall be 
placed at the appropriate stage in the Pay Band of Rs. 15,600-39,100 with AGP of Rs. 
8,000 till they complete 3 years of service in the grade of Assistant Professor (Selection 
Grade)/Associate Professor, and thereafter shall be placed in the higher Pay Band of Rs. 
37,400-67,000 and accordingly re-designated as Associate Professor. 

(viii) Incumbent Associate Professor and Assistant Professor (Selection Grade) who has 
completed 3 years in the current pay scale of Rs. 12000-18300 on 1-1-2006 shall be 
placed in Pay Band of Rs. 37400-67000 with AGP of Rs. 9000 and shall be re-designated 
as Associate Professor. 

(ix) Associate Professor/Assistant Professor (Selection Grade) in service at present shall 
continue to be designated as Associate Professor, until they are placed in the Pay Band 
of Rs. 37,400-67,000. 

(x) Associate Professor completing three years of service in the AGP of Rs. 9,000 and 
possessing a Ph.D degree in the relevant discipline shall be elilgible to be appointed and 
designated as Professor, subject to other conditions of academic performance as laid 
down by the UGC/ICAR and if any by the university. No teacher other than those with a 
Ph.D shall be promoted, appointed or designated as Professor. 

(xi) Ten percent of the posts of Professors in a University shall be in the higher AGP of Rs. 
12,000. However, teachers appointed to these posts shall continue to be designated as 
Professors. Eligibility for appointment as a Professor in the higher AGP shall be as laid 
down by the UGC/ICAR, and such eligibility conditions shall inter alia, include 
publications in peer reviewed/referred Research Journals, and the requirement of at least 
10 years of teaching as Professor and post-doctoral work of a high standard. 

12. Incentives for Ph.D./M.Phil, and other higher qualifications : 

The incentives for Ph.D./M.Phil, and other higher qualifications shall be implemented in 
the universities prospectively from the date of issue of this order. The details are as follows :- 
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(i) Five non-compounded advance increments shall be admissible at the entry level of 
recruitment as Assistant Professor to persons possessing the degree of Ph.D awarded 
in the relevant discipline by a university following the process of admission, registration, 
course-work and external evaluation as prescribed by the UGC/ICAR in its regulations. 

(ii) M.Phil degree holders at the time of recruitment to the post of Assistant Professor shall 
be entitled to two non-compounded advance increments. 

(iii) Teachers who complete their Ph.D degree while in service shall be entitled to three non- 
compounded increments if such Ph.D. is in the relevant discipline and has been 
awarded by a university complying with the process prescribed by the UGC/ICAR for 
enrolment, course-work and evaluation, etc. 

(iv) However, teachers in service who have been awarded Ph.D. at the time of coming into 
force of this Scheme or having been enrolled for Ph.D. have already undergone course- 
work, if any, as well as evaluation, and only notification in regard to the award of Ph.D. 
is awaited, shall also be entitled to the award of three non-compounded increments 
even if the university awarding such Ph.D. has not yet been notified by the UGC/ICAR 
as having complied with the process prescribed by the UGC/ICAR. 

(v) In respect of every other case, a teacher who is already enrolled for Ph.D. shall avail 
benefit of three non-compounded increments only if the university awarding the Ph.D. 
has been notified by the UGC/ICAR to have complied with the process prescribed by 
UGC/ICAR for the award of Ph.D. in respect of either course-work or evaluation or both, 
as the case may be. 

(vi) Teachers in service who have not yet enrolled for Ph.D. shall therefore derive the benefit 
of three non-compounded increments on award of Ph.D., while in service only if such 
enrolment is with a university which complies with the entire process, including that of 
enrolment as prescribed by UGC/ICAR. 

(vii) Teachers who acquire M.Phil Degree in a relevant professional course recognized by 
the relevant statutory body/council, while in service, shall be entitled to one advance 
increment. 

(viii) For posts at the entry level where no such advance increments were admissible for 
possessing Ph.D. under the earlier scheme, the benefit of five advance increments for 
possessing Ph.D. shall be available to only those appointments which have been made 
on or after the coming into force of this scheme. 

(ix) Teachers who have already availed the benefit of increments under CAS as per existing 
policy for acquiring Ph.D/M.Phil, while in service, would not be entitled to benefits under 
this scheme. 

(x) Teachers who have acquired Ph.D/M.Phil through distance education mode are not 
eligible for these incentives. 

(xi) The advance increments shall not be admissible to teachers, who are 
recruited/promoted to a post for which Ph.D. was an essential qualification. 

13. Other Terms and Conditions : 

Research Promotion grant : 

The Scheme of research promotion grant already in operation in Karnataka 
Veterinary Animal and Fisheries Sciences University, Bidar shall continue. 

(a) Age of Superannuation : 

The superannuation age of Teachers of Karnataka Veterinary, Animal and Fisheries 
Sciences University, Bidar drawing pay in UGC/ICAR Scale shall be 62 years with effect from 
17-12-2009 as per G.O. No. AHF 277 VET 2009 dated 17-12-2009. 

(b) Pension, Family pension, gratuity and encashment of leave, exgratia compensation, 
provident fund, Additional Quantum of pension to senior pensioners etc. 

The existing rules and conditions as applicable to State Government employees shall 
continue to be adopted in respect of the Teachers. 
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(c) Service Agreement: 

At the time of recruitment in University every teacher shall execute a service agreement 
signed between themselves and the university. The self-appraisal of performance OR any 
other performance report shall form a part of the service agreement. 

(d) Code of Professional Ethics : 

University should evolve its own professional ethics after full discussion in the academic 
bodies and associations and incorporate the same in its acts, ordinances and/or statute, as 
the case may be, for strict observance by the academic faculty. 

(e) Accountability : 

The self-appraisal of performance should be adopted as a mandatory part of the Career 
Advancement Scheme and should be implementd with the revised pay scales within the time 
frame of one year, if not already implemented. The Academic Performance Indicator (API) 
and Weightage points shall be taken into account and shall incorporate transparent and 
credible methodology of analysis of the merits and credentials of the teachers as per 
UGC/ICAR guidelines. 

(f) Period of Probation and Confirmation : 

The existing minimum period of probation of one year in terms of 
rules/regulations/statutes governing the conditions of services of teachers in the university 
shall be continued and the period of probation is extendable by a maximum period of one 
more year in case of unsatisfactory performance. 

(g) Work load and Teaching days : 

The workload and teaching days of the Teachers in full employment shall be strictly 
implemented in the Universities as stipulated in 4th Deans Committee Report of the ICAR. 

15. Non-Application of UGC/ICAR Pay Scales : 

The Government shall not extend the revise UGC/ICAR pay scales to any of the 
employees, except those having coverage under this order and who possess the requisite 
qualification and the revised pay scale shall be extended only after due verification of the required 
qualification by the university. Further, revision is applicable to the qualified Teachers presently 
drawing UGC/ICAR pay scales subject to the conditions stipulated in this order. Teachers going 
on deputation to other jobs except those related to education and research cannot carry forward 
their UGC/ICAR pay scales. However, they can go on deputation accepting the relevant state pay 
scales. 

16. Payment of Arrears of Pay Revision : 

The arrears shall be paid to the beneficiaries after receving the ICAR share of 80% of the 
additional expenditure and after deducting the admissible income tax. Orders in this behalf will be 
issued separately by the Government. 

17. Anomalies : 

Anomalies and disparities, if any, in the implementation of this scheme should be brought 
to the notice of the Government of Karnataka, which will be considered in consultation with 
ICAR/UGC.

2. In Government Order dated 29-6-2004 read at (2) above, State Management Committee 
under the chairmanship of the Principal Chief Conservator of Forests was constituted towards the 
preparation of APO for various forest activities inrespect of Compensatory Afforestation fund 
Management and Planning Authority. 

3. In Government Order dated 22-6-2009 read at (3) above, Governing body under the 
chairmanship of the Hon’ble Chief Minister and Executive Committee under the chairmanship of Chief 
Secretary have been constituted. 

4. In Government Order dated 25-11-2009 read at (4) above, an Executive Committee under the 
Chairmanship of the Principal Chief conservator of Forests was again constituted. 

5. In Government Order dated 04-12-2009 read at (5) above, a Governing body under the 
chairmanship of the Hon’ble Chief Minister and Steering Committee under the chairmanship of the Chief 
Secretary was again constituted.

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6. Social Infrastructure Development: The Company is advised to take up social infrastructure 
development projects in the vicinity of the proposed location of unit. A copy of such projects shall be 
sent to the Commissioner for I.D. & Director of Industries and Commerce for monitoring. 

7. Others: 

a) The project proponents shall provide employment to at least one member of the family of each 
land looser as the land is being acquired through KIADB. 

b) The project proponents shall adopt rain water harvesting, waste water recycling and water 
conservation techniques. Zero discharge facility should be adopted wherever applicable. 

c) The promoters shall take all statutory and other necessary clearances from the competent 
authorities including GOI and shall submit milestones/progress in implementation of the project 
regularly, which will be monitored by the Department. 

This approval is valid for a period of two years from the date of issue.
